FLED RUM FIRE 


Narrowly Escaped Death at 


East. St. Louis, 


THREE HOUSES WERE BURNED 


ONE WAS OCCUPIED BY MYSTERI- 


OUS COUPLE.

Families of E. C. Blackman and Emil 
Hofmeister, Numbering Nine Souls, 
Literally Ran Through Flames 
to Escape From Their 
Burning Houses. 


Aroused by a man the families of FE. C. 
Blackman and Emil Hofmeister of 1024 and 
1028 Tudor avenue, East St. Louis, fled from 
their buring homes into the darkness and 
coldness of Friday night narrowly escap- 
ing incineration. 

Barefooted and clad only in their night 
garments they shivered tn the piercing 
wind until policemen built bonfires and 
neighbors were aroused to offer temporary 
shelter for the unfortunates. 

Mr. Blackman was the last to leave his 
home. He retraced his steps to:a closet 
to get an armful of clothing when the 
roof fell in. He finally groped his way 
through the dropping beams and made his 
escape, burned and blistered. Mrs. Black- 
man, acting upon the maternal impulse, 
had weked up her two children, aged 5 and 
8, enveloped them in a scanty shawl and 
fied barefooted and bleeding across a va- 
cant lot. She was overtaken and provided 
with clothing. 


While Mrs. Hofmeister was escaping with | 


her 1-year-old babe clasped to her bosom a 
section of the roof of her home fell in and 
for the second she was literally submerged 
by flame. Her flismy night dress ignited 
and she ran screaming from the buliding. 
Her husband was later in emerging, having 
great difficulty in awakening his other two 
children, Jessie and Viola, aged 6 and 4. 
A moment before the final crash came he 
staggered to the threshold with the terri- 
fied children. 

Steven Hofmeister boarded with this fa 
fly, and ran barefooted and in his under: 
clothing, to Lauman’s saloon, four blocks 
away, to turn in the fire alarm. He fell ex- 
hausted from cold and fatigue after com- 


pieting his errand. 

The houses, 1024, 1026 and 1028 Tudor ave- 
nue, were one-story cattages. The fire 
originated at 1026 and communicated si- 
muitaneotisly to the Blackman and Hof- 
mefster houses on either side. 

The middie building was occupied by an 
aged couple, who had moved in on Oct 
20, and maintained such an exclusiveness 
thet*none of the neighbors knew their 
name. They had been seen a: home but 
once since that date. The woman had 
. Spoken once to. and said that 
she was busy of days attending her sick 
mother in St. Louis, and that it was al- 
Ways late in the n! ‘ght when she returned

Thursday evening at 9 o’clock Mr. Bilack- 
man saw a light in the mysterious couple's 
kitchen. A few minutes later there was. a 
brighter blaze as though fire had been 
Started on a gasoline stove. The. wind: 
shades were drawn tightly and Blackman 
Supposed that the couple had at iast re- 
turned home to remain and were preparing 
their evening meal. 

This building was totally consumed, while 
the others were only partially destroyed. 
Firemen and policemen poked around 
pene the ashes of the middle house F riday 
morning expecting to find the bones of the 
couple, but no such grewsome discovery 
was made. One neighbor said she heard a 
wagon drive away from the house about 11 
o'clock. The police department are investi- 
gating the mystery. 

The Hofmeisters saved some of their fur- 
niture, but no clothing. They were tempo- 
rarily cared for at the home of Mrs. An- 
nie Bennett. Hofmeister is out of employ- 
ment. ; .

ARMORED SHIPS. 


The completion of the Wisconsin, Alabama and other big 
battle ships is celebrated by Lieut. Frank M. Bennett of the 
navy in a monograph entitled “The Monitor and the Navy | 
Under Steam.” | 

The introduction of metal armor, it appears, was due to im-| 
provement in ordinance. In the early part of the century 
guns were rude things, throwing a missile seldom larger than, 
an apple at a low rate of speed. Against such shots wooden 
walls afforded ample protection.

ginger, one quarter of an ounce of ground cinnamon, one-eighth of an ounce of 
ground cloves, half a teaspoonful of grated nutmeg, a pinch of salt and a table- 
; mix and beat well together, add a pint and a half of milk. 

This will make filling for two large pics; bake in a moderate oven. 

To stew pumpkin for pies wash and dry the pumpkil, then cut in slices around 
Remove the rind and cut in small pieces. Place the pieces in a 
kettle with one cupful of water and let it stew slowly, taking care that the 

When the pumpkin is thoroughly cooked the water 


Do not pour out any of the liquid, as this 


contains the richness and flayor of the pumpkin. 

Strain one quart of this stewed pumpkin into a pan and add a scant table- 
spoonful of ginger, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, a piece of butter the size of an 
egg, five eggs beaten with one and one-half cupfuls of sugar. When the ingredi- 
ents are well beaten together add two quarts of hot milk and a pinch of salt. 

‘lace the pan containing this mixture over a kettle of hot water to keep warm 
while the plates are being lined with paste. Then fill and bake without an up- 
per crust in a moderate oven.

rise. When he had marched about two 
leagues from Abbeville and was approach- 
ing the enemy, he was advised to form his 
army in order of battle, and to let those on 
foot march forward, that they might not 
be trampled on by the horses. The kin 
upon this sent off four knights, the Lor 
towne of Bosthberg, the Lord of Noyer, 
the Lord of Beaujeu, and the Lord of 
Avbigny, who rode so near to the English 
that they could clearly make out their 
position. The English plainly perceived 
that they were come to reconoiter them; 
however, they took no notice of it, but 
suifered them to return unmolested. When 
the King of France saw them coming 
back he halted his army and the knights, 
pysiing through the crowds, came near the 
ing. who said to them: ‘‘My lords, what 
news,’ They looked at each other without 
opening their mouths, for neither chose to 
speak first. At last the king addressed 
himself to the Lord Moyne, who was at- 
tacned to the King of Bohemia, and had 
verformed very many gallant deeds, so that 
e was esteemed one of the most valiant 
knights in Christendom. The Lord Moyne 
said- “Sir, I will speak, since ‘it pleases 
you to order me, but under the correction 
of mv companions. We have advanced far 
enough to reconnoiter your enemies. Know, 
i'then, that they are drawn up in three 
battalions. and are walting for you. 
would advise, for my part (submitting. how- 
ever, to better counsel), that you halt your 
army here, and quarter them for the

the settlement of a strike. 

“However I have always contended, and 
still contend, that a strike should only be 
called as a last resort. The object of 
labor unions is to achieve ends beneficial 
to the men. I am an ardent advocate of ar- 
bitration. Operators are more willing tu 
arbitrate when they see power behind the 
demands of the labor organizations. This 
ie illustrated in the diplomacy of nations. 
When a great power wishes to arbitrate 
her demands are going to be more favor- 
ably considered when she makes a display 
of strength. The naval demonstrations of 
the United States for Spain’s benefit prior 
to Cuba’s deliverance may be cited as an 
instance. 

“Strikes are too often lost because of the 
haste with which they fre ordered Often 
they are ordéred even before the union or- 
Gering it is fully organized. If the street 
car union last spring had had a better or- 
os it would have been success- 

“Another subject that we discussed at 
Washington was the formation of trusts.
